defense ministers to make com- 
mitments for extraordinary arm- 
aments. expenditures of 4,405,00(1,- 
000 francs ($13-1,000,000) mostly to 
buy new fighting planes. 


It also decided to ask parlia-

tional armaments credits. 


Blum told a crowded chamber 
that his government, formed only 
Sunday, was willing to go any 
length for pence, hut hp said cir- 
cumstances compelled It to pm- 
bark on an Immediate new arm- 
aments program.

IS IMPORTANT MATTER 


TO AVERAGE TEXAN 


AUSTIN, 
March 
14.—(Spl.) — 


If unexpectedly faced 
with 
the 


necessity of legally 
establishing 


the date of their birth,, their age, 
their American citizenship, thou- 
sands of Tcxans would not know 
whether or not their births were 
registered with the 
proper au- 


thorities. 
Great 
embarrassment. 


Inconvenience, or 
even 
serious 
loss of property could conceivably 
result from either an absence of 
registration or an error made in 
filing It with the state. 


Dr. Geo. W. Cox, state health 


officer, 
cited 
an unnamed 
but 


prominent Texas citizen who up- 
on investigation found that his 
son had been registered for more 
than 20 years as illegitimate, An- 
other 
Instance the 
health 
offi- 


cial related concerned a veteran 
of the 
World War who, after 
rearing a family of three children 
found that he had been register- 
ed at birth as a girl child. The 
experiences of workers with vi- 
tal 
statistics are 
rich 
with 
stories of persons vainly seeking 
to establish their rights to prop- 
erty because of neglect of their 
parents or attending physicians to 
register them properly at time 
of birth. 


The law reuqires the births of 
Texas 
babies 
to 
be 
registered 
with the local registrar, who Is 
the Justice of the Peace In rural 
areas, and city secretary' in in- 
corporated 
towns, 
within 
five 


days after the blessed event takes 
place, and forms are 
furnished 


physicians and mldwives for this 
purpose. 
A copy of the regis- 
tration Is returned for permanent 
filing. These records are "vital" 
not only to the individual from 
a legal standpoint, Doctor 
Cox 


t said, but to the state as well.

and from what causes mortality 
occurs if we are to accomplish 
the best results from a public 
health standpoint.

DR. JOHN H. BURMA, 


FORMER PRESIDENT 


TRINITY D., DIES 


PROMINENT TEXAS PASTOR 


AND EDUCATOR DIED AT 
SHERMAN HOME TODAY 


SHERMAN, March IP..—W—Dr. 


Tohn Harmon Bumia, 64, Presby- 
erian pastor here and former presi- 
dent of Trinity university at Waxa- 
mchle, died at 10:45 a. m. today at 
iis home here. 
Dr. Burma's death was sudden, 
funeral arrangements 
had 
not 


)een made. 
Dr. Burma retired from 17 years 


of school work during which he 
became a noted educational leader, 
.o enter the ministry in 1933. He 
was elected vice president of the 
Jniversity of Dubuque, at Dubuque, 
Iowa, In 1916. 
He served In this 
position for four years, when he 
resigned to accept the presidency 
of Trinity University. 
Under Dr. Burma's direction the 
school at Waxahachle doubled its 
enrollment, the income was Increas- 
edand the endowment fund grew. 
He was instrumental in getting 
Trinity admitted to the Southern 
Association of Colleges, and served 
as president of the Texas College 
association. 
Upon retiring from 
the 
presi- 
dency. Dr. Burma became pastor 
of the Central Presbyterian church 
here. 
Dr. John Harmon Burma, by 
taste a pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, because by circumstances 
an executive of two of the denomi- 
nation's schools of higher educa- 
tion. For 17 yeari he was a widely- 
known educational leader, first as 
vice president of the University of 
Dubuque, Iowa, and for 13 years 
president of 
Trinity university, 
Waxahachie, Texas. In 1933 he re- 
tired from school work to re-enter 
the ministry. 
Dr. Burma was born at Ackley, 
la., Feb. 8. 1874. the son of Har- 
mon 
F. and 
Anna 
(NutbroclO 
Burma. He was educated in the 
public schools and graduated from 
the college department of the Uni- 
versity of Dubuque in 189fi, and the 
theological department in 1899. His 
first pastorate was at the First 
Presbyterian church. Hanover, 111., 
from 1899 to 1903. 
In the latter year he returned to 
his native state and after serving 
as pastor of the First Church at 
Knoxvllle. la., seven years, accept- 
ed a call to the Second Presbyter- 
ian Church of Dallas. He filled the 
Dallas pulpit until 1917. 
Willie pastor of the Dallas church 
he formed two associations that 
became determining factors in his 
subsequent career. 
Heads Trinity. 
In 1914 Trinity University, the 
synodical college, conducted an en- 
dowment campaign for $150,000 and 
Dr. Burma assisted in raising mon- 
ey in the Dallas and El Paso pres- 
byteries. His success was one rea- 
son he was elected president of 
Trinity in 1920. 
Soon after he 
came to Dallas he was chosen Pres- 
byterian preacher for the Bloys' 
camp meeting, a picturesque relig- 
ious affair held annually by the 
cowboys in the Davis mountains of 
Southwest Texas. 
For nearly a 
third of a century he continued his 
contact with tho camp meeting. 


Elected vice president 
of 
the 
University of Dubuque, his alma 
mater, In 1916, Dr. Burma during 
the World war was honored be- 
cause of his Americanization work 
in the largo cities of the midwest. 


After four years at Dubuque, Dr. 
Burma resigned to accept the pros-

Once on the job, however, new 
problem continued to arise and it 
vas not until 1933 he was permlt- 
ed to resign. He hod served long- 
er than any other president of the 
"(5-year-old institution. 


In his thirteen years presidency 
he enrollment of the Institution 
more than doubled, the income in- 
creased from 152,000 to $130,000, 
he endowment grew from $340,000 
o more than $730,000 and tho grad- 
lates from twenty-seven to eighty, 
•early. Improvement* Made. 


Under his leadership a new wing 
was added to the girl's dormitory 
and a gymnasium costing $37.000 
constructed. In the two years pre- 
ceding the depression Trinity de- 
veloped a surplus of more than 
'10,000 which was used for needed 
mprovements and in paying off a 
deficit. 
The largest individual gift Trinity 
ever received came during Dr. 
Burma's administration. It amount- 
ed to $100,000 and was given by 
the lato P. A. Chapman, million- 
aire oil man. 
Dr. Burma was instrumental In 
jetting Trinity admitted to the 
Southern Association of Colleges, 
which greatly enhanced the educa- 
tional prestige of the school. 
While at Trinity r>r. Burma also 
served as president of the Texas 
College association and of the Pres- 
byterian College union, an organi- 
zation composed of more than fifty 
Presbyterian colleges In the United 
States. 
Upon retiring from the presiden- 
cy of Trinity, Dr. Burma became 
pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church at Sherman. 
Trinity Uni- 
versity in 1916 conferred the Doctor 
of Divinity degree upon Dr. Bur- 
ma and in 1924 Austin College of 
Sherlman conferred the LI.
